(NC. Ds Neut) 
. Sir Edsnund Hornby’s. phusibly writton 
aul circumstantial aecount, of thé ‘ghostly 
visilation of whish le was the gubject on 
tho night of January,20th, 1875, in Bhang- 
ha, has’ very special intorest for us here.
